DEC 3 PLENARY BEGAN CONSIDERATION OF COMITE OF 24 REPORT WITH 
STATEMENTS BY COMITE CHAIRMAN SALIM (TANZANIA), AND REPS OF 
PORTUGAL, MAURITIUS, AND MONGOLIA. COMITE RAPPORTEUR ARTEAGA- 
ACOSTA (VENEZUELA) SUMMED UP COMITE RECOMMENDATIONS, INCLUDING 
GA INVITATION TO REP OF TERRITORIES CONCERNED TO PARTICIPATE IN 
COMITE OF 24 AND COMITE 4 DEBATE, AND GA FINANCIAL STEP TO COVER 
COMITE OF 24 ACTIVITIES FOR 1975. COMITE CHAIRMAN SALIM CALLED 
1974 "MILESTONE IN HISTORY OF DECOLONIZATION" DUE CHANGES IN 
PORTUGAL AND PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES. HE URGED MEMBER STATES 
TO REFRAIN FROM ANY ACTION WHICH MIGHT CONFER LEGITIMACY ON 
ILLEGAL REGIME IN SOUTHERN RHODESIA, SAID UN SHOULD WIDEN SCOPE 
OF SANCTIONS TO INCLUDE ALL MEASURES ENVISAGED BY CHARTER, 

A D EXTEND SANCTIONS TO SA. UK, SALIM SAID, SHOULD CONVENE 
FORUM WHERE GENUINE POLITICAL LEADERS, INCLUDING IMPRISIONED 
NATL LIBERATION MOVEMENT LEADERS SITHOLE AND NKOMO, COULD 
WORK OUT SETTLEMENT. UN SHOULD PRESS FOR SA IMMEDIATE AND 
UNCONDITIONAL WITHDRAWAL FROM NAMIBIA. SC SHOULD TAKE 
EFFECTIVE MEASURES TO SECURE SA COMPLIANCE WITH RES SC 310 
OF 1972. SMALLER TERRITORIES' PROBLEHS OF LIMITED POPULATIONS 
AND RESOURCES, AND GEOGRAPHIC ISOLOATION IN NO WAY AFFECT 
INALIENABLE RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE, SALIM 
SAID, COMMENDING AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZELAND FOR COOPERATION IN 
RE: PAPUA NEW GUINEA AND NIUE, AND REGRETTED SOME ADMINISTERING 
POWERS' UNCOOPERATIVENESS REGARDING VISITING MISSIONS. 

PORTUGUESE MINISTER FOR INTERTERRITORIAL COORDINATION 
ALMEIDA SANTOS SAID PORTUGAL WAS NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR WHAT IT 
WAS BEFORE 25 APRIL OR FOR LIMITATIONS IMPOSED BY COLONIAL 
INHERITANCE; IT HAD TO MAKE PEACE WITHOUT REPRISALS, DECOLONIZE 
TERRITORIES AND REGAIN DIPLOMATIC POSITION, AND CONVERT 
COLONIALIST ECONOMY INTO ONE OF COEXISTENCE. GOP DECOLONIZATION 
PROCESS IS BASED ON FOUR PRINCIPLES: RECOGNITION OF RIGHT TO 
SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE, REFUSAL OF ALL FORMS OF 
RACISM; RECOGNITION OF UN ROLE, AND RECOGNITION OF UNIVERSAL 
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DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS. ALMEIDA SANTOS OUTLINED PLANS FOR 
REMAINING TERRITORIES (MAKING NO REFERENCE TO MACAO): 
INDEPENDENCE OF MOZAMBIQUE, JUNE 25, 1975; INDEPENDENCE OF SAO 
TOME AND PRINCIPE, JULY 12, 1975. HE INDICATED THAT LATTER 
WOULD REQUIRE DISINTERESTED AID ALTHOUGH IT IS ECONOMICALLY 
VIABLE. IN ANGOLA, GOP IS NEGOTIATING WITH MPLA, FNLA, 

AND UNITA, WITH NEXT STEP ESTABLISHMENT OF PORTUGUESE- 
APPOINTED HIGH COMMISSIONER AND SECRETARIES OF STATE FROM 
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THREE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, LEGITIMATION OF NEW AUTHORITIES 
THROUGH SOME FORM OF POPULAR CONSULTATION. PORTUGAL HAS NO 
POLITICAL OR ECONOMIC AMBITIONS IN ANGOLA, BUT HOPES TO 
SEE IT FREE AND INDEPENDENT IN 1975. 

ALMEIDA SANTOS SAID IN CAPE VERDE TRANSFER OF POWER WOULD 
BE EFFECTED THROUGH SETTING UP OF POPULAR ASSEMBLY ELECTED 
BY UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE WHICH WOULD HAVE ALL 
SOVEREIGN AND CONSTITUTIONAL POWERS AND, IN INTERIM, 

WHICH E PROJECTED FOR NEXT SPRING, THERE WOULD BE HIGH 
COMMISSIONER REPRESENTING PRESIDENT OF REPUBLIC WHO WOULD 
GOVERN WITH FOUR SECRETARIES OF STATE, TWO OF WHOM WOULD 
BE DESIGNATED BY PAIGC. ISLANDERS SUBSISTENCE, PREVIOUSLY 
SUBSIDIZED BY LISBON, MUST BE GUARANTEED. HE SAID TIMOR 
POPULATION SEEMED TO WISH PORTUGAL TO REMAIN BUT GOP WOULD 
DETERMINE POPULAR WILL THROUGH CONSULTATIONS IN MID- 1975. 
PORTUGUESE MINISTER SUGGESTED AID TO TERRITORIES APPROACHING 
INDEPENDENCE BE CHANNELLED THROUGH TRANSITIONAL GOVTS NOT 
THROUGH LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, AND SAID DECOLONIZATION 
OF TERRITORIES WAS ALSO RESPONSIBILITY OF INTL COMMUNITY, 

WHICH SHOULD NOT EXPECT PORTUGAL TO MAKE SAME FINANCIAL 
SACRIFICES IN 1975 AS IN 1974. HE STRESSED EXTREME POVERTY OF 
CAPE VERDE ISLANDS AND THEIR NEED FOR OUTSIDE ASSISTANCE. 

MAURITIUS REP (RAMPHUL) WELCOMED DEVELOPMENTS IN PORTUGUESE 
TERRITORIES AND CALLED FOR DECISIVE UK ACTION TO TOPPLE ILLEGAL 
REGIME AS SOLUTION TO ZIMBABWE PROBLEM, ASSISTED BY EFFECTIVE 
ENFORCEMENT BY UN OF ALL MEASURES ENVISAGED BY CHARTER. 
MONGOLIAN REP PRIAISED PORTUGUESE DEVELOPMENTS, SAYING THAT 
REACTIONARY FORCES CONTINUE ACTIVITIES ELSEWHERE AND WESTERN 
POWERS AND THEIR MNCS STRENGTHEN RACIST REGIMES, AS INDICATED 
BY RECENT SC VETO BY THREE MAJOR POWERS. INTL COMMUNITY 
SHOULD EXERT PRESSURE AGAINST WESTERN COUNTRIES TO END 
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MILITARY AND ECONOMIC COLLABORATION WITH RACISTS; RHODESIAN 
SANCTIONS SHOULD BE STRENTHENED AND EXTENDED TO SA; UN 
SHOULD INCREASE COOPERATION WITH NGOS SUCH AS WPC; GA 
SHOULD APPEAL TO ALL ADMINISTERING POWERS TO ESTABLISH FINAL

OF NINE SPEAKERS ON KOREAN ITEM IN COMITE DEC. 3, ONLY 
PHILIPPINE FONSEC ROMULO SUPPORTED DRAFT RES (L. 676) URGING 
CONTINUATION OF NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE TO SPEED REUNIFICATION 
AND EXPRESSING HOPE SC WOULD CONSIDER QUESTION OF UNC AND 
OTHER KOREAN MATTERS THAT FELL WITHIN ITS RESPONSIBILITY. 

ALL OTHERS - BULGARIA, MONGOLIA. UKRAINE, TOGO, MADAGASCAR, 
GUINEA, CUBA - SUPPORTED ALGERIAN-SPONSORED RES (L. 677) 

CALLING FOR WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN TROOPS STATIONED IN 
SOUTH KOREA UNDER UN FLAG. 

GROZEV (BULGARIA) DECLARED THAT US TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA WERE 
UNDER FICTITIOUS COMMAND OF UN AND USING ITS FLAG ILLEGALLY AND 
ALL FOREIGN TROOPS MUST BE WITHDRAWN. ONLY ONE OF PARTIES TO 
DISPUTE - NORTH KOREA - COMLIED WITH LAST YEAR'S CONSENSUS. 

AND GA MUST UNDO HARM UN HAD DONE IN KOREA. 

PHILIPPINE FONSEC ROMULO REFERRED TO KOREA'S STRATEGIC 
GEOGRAPHICAL LOCATION WHERE NOT ONLY INTERESTS OF TWO 
SUPERPOWERS CONVERGE BUT ALSO INTERESTS OF ONE "WHO 
MAY ONE DAY BECOME SUPERPOWER" AND ANOTHER MAJOR POWER 
WHICH IS RECOGNIZED INDISTRIAL GIANT. GA SHOULD NOT 
ENCOURAGE MEASURES DESIGNED TO WEAKEN ARMISTICE AGREEMENT 
BEFORE FINAL AND GENUINE PEACE COULD BE ACHIEVED. HE FIRMLY 
OPPOSED DRAFT L. 677 BECAUSE IF NEGATED INTRINSIC VALUE 
OF ARMISTICE AGREEMENT AND IGNORED FACT UN WAS PARTY TO THAT 
AGREEMENT. SHOULD ALL FOREIGN TROOPS UNDER UN FLAG BE 
WITHDRAWN, IT WAS IMPERATIVE TO HAVE ALTERNATE ARRANGEMENTS 
TO MAINTAIN PEACE IN KOREAN PENINSULA, HE SAID, SUPPORTING 
DRAFT RES L. 676 WHICH MADE CLEAR SC'S RESPONSIBILITY. 

PUNTSAGNOROV (MONGOLIA) DECLARED THAT FOREIGN TROOPS IN SOUTH 
KOREA UNDER UN FLAG WERE US TROOPS FINANCED BY US AND THEIR 
PRESENCE HELPED SEOUL REGIME TO SUPPRESS PEOPLE AND DENY THEM 
THEIR DEMOCRATIC RIGHTS. INTERVENTION IN KOREA'S INTERNAL 
AFFAIRS BY FOREIGN TROOPS UNDER UN FLAG HAD SERIOUSLY 
DAMAGED UN'S PRESTIGE. MARTYNENKO (UKRAINE) COMMENDED 
NORTH KOREA'S REUNIFICATION PROPOSALS, DEPLORED SOUTH KOREA'S 
OBSTRUCTIONIST POLICY, AND CALLED DRAFT L. 676 CONTRARY TO 
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TOGBE (TOGO) STATED UN'S INVOLVEMENT WAS FLAGRANT VIOLATION 
OF PRINCIPLE OF NON-INTERVENTION IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF 
COUNTRY AND UN FLAG HAD BECOME SAID SYMBOL OF CONQUEST. 

TIHE HAD COME FOR UN TO REDRESS ITS ERRORS OF PAST. AND GA 
MUST CALL FOR WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS WHO WERE IN SOUTH 
KOREA UNDER UN FLAG. RABETAFIKA (MADAGASCAR) SAID MAINTAINING 
US TROOPS VIOLATED 1953 ARMISTICE AGREEMENT AND UN COULD NO 
LONGER BE SILENT ACCOMPLICE OF UNDERTAKING WHICH JUSTIFIED 
AGGRESSION AND FOREIGN INTERFERENCE. HE NOTED DPRK 
PROPOSAL TO REPLACE ARMISTICE WITH TREATY AIMED TOWARD ESTABLISH- 
ING REUNIFICATION, AND SAID THERE WAS NO VALID REASON WHY 
WITHDRAWAL OF UN TROOPS SHOULD BE BEYOND GA RES. 

PETRIC (YUGOSLAVIA) DECLARED NORTH-SOUTH DIALUGUE WAS NOT 
TAKING PLACE BECAUSE OF SOUTH KOREA'S NEGATIVE ATTITUDE, DUE 
MAINLY TO CONSTANT OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE. HE RECALLED NON- 
ALIGNED ALGIERS RES CALLING ON GA TO DEMAND WITHDRAWAL OF 
ALL FOREIGN TROOPS, AND SAID RES L. 677 CONSTITUTED IMPORTANT 
CONTRIBUTION TO MAKING DETENTE UNIVERSAL. BEAVOGUI (GUINEA) 
STATED THAT FROM POLITICAL AND HUMANITARIAN POINT OF VIEW 
PROLONGATION OF SITUATION WAS INTOLERABLE; JURIDICAL BASIS 
FOR UN INTERVENTION IN KOREA WAS NON-EXISTENT; AND HE COULD 
NOT SEE WHY SQOUTH KOREAN AUTHORITIES FAILED TO RESPOND 
TO NORTH KOREA'S FIVE-POINT PROGRAM FOR PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION. 
THERE WERE ONLY US TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA WHICH WERE USING UN FLAG 
ILLEGALLY. 

ALARCON QUESADA (CUBA) ENDORSED STATEMENT IN COMITE BY NORTH 
KOREAN DEL, WHICH WAS ONLY LEGITIMATE REPRESENTATIVE 
OF KOREAN PEOPLE. REGIME IN SOUTH WAS COLONIAL ONE. THOSE 
WHO USED NAME OF UN ILLEGALLY IN KOREA WERE BENT ON 
INTEGRATING UNC IN KOREA WITH US EIGHTH ARMY, CUBAN REP 
DECLARED, QUOTING REPORTS TO THAT EFFECT. SOUTH KOREAN ARMY 
PLAYED SHAMELESS ROLE IN VIETNAM. AND TROOPS OF REGIME 
ESTABLISHED BY US WERE NOT ONLY ARMED TO TEETH IN ORDER THAT 
IT MIGHT OPPRESS KOREAN PEOPLE, BUT THOSE TROOPS WERE ALSO 
BEING USED TO FURTHER US IMPERIALISM IN ASIA. QUESTION OF 
USE OR NON-USE OF UNC DEPENDED ENTIRELY ON DECISION OF US

SPC CONTINUED UNRWA DEBATE DEC 3, HEARING STATEMENTS BY REPS 
OF UK, ALBANIA, YEMEN AND GREECE AND RIGHT OF REPLY STATEMENTS 
BY ISRAEL, LEBANON, YEMEN AND BAHRAIN. BATTISCOMBE, UK.

DORON (ISRAEL) SAID IN RIGHT OF REPLY TO "BASELESS ALLEGATIONS," 

THAT LEBANON IS "FREE ZONE FOR TERRORIST ORGANIZATIONS" AND 
"CENTER OF TERRORIST ACTIVITIES,” AND QUOTED PRESS REPORTS 
THAT COMMANDO ORGANIZATIONS DENY ACCESS TO OUTSIDERS DESPITE

PORTUGUESE MINISTER OF INTERTERRITORIAL COORDINATION ALMEIDA 
SANTOS ADDRESSED SPECIAL MEETING OF COMITE OF 24 DEC 3, CALLED 
AT PORTUGUESE PERMREPS'S REQUEST. COMITE ALSO HEARD OAU 
EXEC SECY QUATTARA, AMB OF GUINEA-BISSAU, REPS OF FNLA AND 
FRELIMO AND OF MALI, INDIA, AUSTRALIA AND CHILE. 

ALMEIDA SANTOS OUTLINED PORGUGUESE DECOLONIZATION PLANS, SAYING 
ANGOLA WOULD BECOME INDEPENDENT BY AUGUST 1975, CAPE VERDE BY 
MARCH 1975 WOULD HAVE ASSEMBLY TO DRAW UP OWN CONSTITUTION. 
ALMEIDA SANTOS SAID MOZAMBIQUE HAD ONLY ONE WEEK'S FOREIGN 
EXCHANGE; ASSISTANCE WOULD BE GIVEN NEW GOVT BUT INTL 
COMMUNITY AID ALSO URGENTLY NEEDED. CAPE PERDE ISLANDS, 

WHICH ALMEIDA SANTOS CALLED VERY POOR. COULD NOT CEASE RECEIVING

QUATTARA PRAISED PORTUGUESE DECISION TO CONCLUDE

DECOLONIZATION EFFORT. THANKING COMITE AND EACH SPEAKER, 
PORTUGUESE MINISTER SAID FRELIMO REP’S WORDS WERE UNIMAGINABLE 
REWARD FOR HIS WORK FOR HIS "SECOND HOMELAND," MOZAMBIQUE. 
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IN CLOSING STATEMENT, COMITE CHAIRMAN SALIM (TANZANIA) SAID

HABITAT AND HUMAN SETTLEHENTS FOUNDATION WITH THOSE OF CE TER

SPONSORS ACCEPTED AS COMPROMISE US-PROPOSED AMENDMENTS UNDER WHICH
